Hold a Mews Meeting Last 


Night. 


SPEECH BY ORGANIZER 
WILKINS. 


He Reviews the Trouble from the Union 
Standpoint. Transcript Condemned. Us 


Superintendent In the Wrong. A Dan. 
Serous 
Correspondent. 
Lawyer 


Dowlln Speaks. 


An "indignation rally" was held nt Co- 


lumbia opera bouse last night under the 
auspices of Typographical union 316, The 
meeting had been thoroughly advertised, 
and just before it opened the street? were 
paraded by a company of 32 men headed 
by Clapp's hand. A transparency was 
carried having on one side '-Typograph- 
ical Union 316," and on the othtr, "Come 
to the Mass Meeting Tonight." 


The opera house was about two-third 


filled, the gallery being occupied largely 
by boys and women. Business men were 
conspicuously absent from the audience. 
On the platform were C. G. Wilkiin of 
Boston, organizer of the Typographical 
union for this district, Lawyer F. F. Dow- 
lin, and the former employes of THE 
TRANSCRIPT office. After a selection by 
the band J. F. Dillon, who presided, arose 
and thanked all present, in behalf of the 
union, for attending the meeting. A soog 
was sung by Mr. Croft and then Mr. WU- 
kins, the chief speaker of the even'ng, 
was inlroducecl. 


Mr. Wltktns' Itcmnl-ks. 


Mr. Wilkini began by saying that the 


task before him was both pleasant and 
unpleasant, lie congratulated the union 
on having such an audience present and 
returned the thanks of the union to those 
present. Mr. Wilkins then spoke of the 
trouble that brought him to North Ad- 
ams, which was, he said, tho locking out 
of twelve men from the TRANSCRIPT office. 
He said he came as a mediator, and to 
deal justly by all parties. 


Mr. WilkiDB said there are twenty-five 


men in Union 316, and that they left THE 
TRANSCRIPT office because of one man's 
dishonor that will stick to him. Mr. Wil- 
kins said he called on the "alleged" pro- 
prietors of the paper and told them the 
trouble was over a simple technicality and 
should never have occurred. He found 
that the foreman had been made superin- 
tendent the day before to cover a stain on 
his character. He then paid some uncom- 
plimentary attention to Superintendent 
Bescott and told how he had steadily re- 
fused to join Union 316. As time went on 
it became a question of the union paying 
to the International Typographical union 
a fine of {25 a month for working under 
those conditions, the rules of the union, 
according to Mr. Wilkins, compelling Mr. 
Bescott to deposit his card and become a 
member of the local union. Mr. Rcscott's 
refusal to do this was explained to the 
International Typographical union and he 
was expelled by the authority and in- 
struction of its president. The fact was 
published in the Typographical Journal, 
and when Mr. Rescott learned of this he 
locked out the men before giving them 
time to make the retraction be demanded. 
Mr. Wilkins said the proprietors of THE 
TRANSCRIPT backed Mr. Rescott and were 
therefore as bad as he, the receiver of 
stolen goods being no better than the 
thief. 


At this point Organizer Wilkinn paid bis 


respects to the correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican, whose account of 
the affair had evidently displeased Mr. 
Wilkins and his followers. He said if the 
correspondent were writing for bread and 
butter only there might be some excuse 
for him, but if he were writing a* an 
American freeman he had no right to run 
his dirk up the back of an opponent and 
was more to be dreaded than a footpad. 


Organizer Wilkins then spoke of the 


employment of women in THE TRANS- 
CRIPT office. 
Ho said the union had no 


objection to the employment of women, 
but he thought it was not a sisterly act 
for them to take the places ot locked out 
men. 
THE TRANSCRIPT is not a newspaper 


in the estimation of the organizer, but is 
a "boiler plate" paper composed of a little 
type set by women and "rats," and filled 
chiefly with stuff three days old which it 
palms off for news. Yet notwithstanding 
all these defects, "we are willing and anx- 
ious lo settle," said Mr. Wilkins, "and if 
the company desires it the matter can be 
settled without difficulty. 


Wilkins then told of his cllbrls to secure 


arbitration, saying he w.is met with the 
reply, "there K nothing to arbitrata." In 
behalf of the local and International un- 
ions he thanked the Evening Herald for 
the position :t h'ld taken on the question. 
Mr. Willrins said they did not ;isk people 
to boycott the TRANSCRIPT, for "\va ere 
not in tbe boycotting business," but they 
did caH on the 1U3T) people of the city to 
help bring Mr. Reicntt to kno'V that jus- 
tics and C'ju'.ty are deiuarrlod and will bo 
haii. 


The dpoakor then gave *i tjncf history 


of the International Typographical union, 
together with soine of tiiu tights it lias 
had. In all of the uiUle-i mentioned thu 
union won, and 111:'. Wilkins claimed that 
it very rarely losen :t lijht. The union, 
he said, never lights except as a List re- 
sort, and then it fi^lits to tho death. 


The speaker said tho ultimate outcome 


must be victory for tiie union. 
The In- 


ternational union, with $100.000 in its 
treasury, is at its command, and in a 
fight it will stand by a union of twenty- 
five men as loyally as ib would by the 
biggest union in the country. 
-Mr. Wil- 


kiiis closed by appealing to all to stand by 
these twJiity-Sve men for a victory that 
must ultimately come. 


A letter of regret from Rev. A. B. 


Church was read, the cause of his absence 
being a previous engagement 
which 


called him out of town. Songs were sung 
by Frank Boseley and J. F. Jones, and 
then it was announced by Chairman Dil- 
lon that C. J. Parkhurst, who had been 
expected to speak, was prevented by ill- 
ness in his family. F. F. Dowlin, who had 
consented to take Mr. Parkhurst's place 
was introduced. 


Mr. DonliiT* AtUlrris. 


Mr. Dowlin said this was the first labor 


meeting he had ever attended and he 
had greatly enjoyed it. He had read THE 
TRANSCRIPT'S account of the trouble and 
he now felt that he had heard both sides. 
He was pleased to hear the union's side, but 
now the right of rebuttal belonged to THE 
TRANSCRIPT and he wanted to hear from 
the paper again, as he beleives the public 


did, 
and when the evidence was all in con- 


clusions could safely be drawn. 


Mr. Dowlin beleives in protection, not 


only for manufacturers and corporations, 
but for employes. Labor has rights equal 
to those of capitol and unions are neces- 
sary for the protection of labor. But in 
the power acquired by labor unions there 
is danger as well as benefit, and so arbitra- 
tion has been brought forward ior the 
settlement of labor difficulties, as well as 
misunderstandings between nations. 


Mr. Dawlin understood that the Typo- 


graphical union was the strongest labor 
organization in the United States, and he 
assured the local union that when it could 
show a real grievance tho community 
would stand by it. There is no man or 
men above the reach of public opinion, 
whos« verdict is always on the side of 
right and justice. 


I. S. and Harry Browne played a banjo 


duet, after which Mr. Wilkins announced 
that he would be glad to meet Tin: TRANS- 
CRIPT proprietors on any public platform 
and discuss the whole matter. 


The meeting was closed by a selection

What the Treasurer of the Road Says 


About it. 


THE TRANSCRIPT has received a letter 


from John C. Newton of Holyoke, treas- 
urer of the Hoosaac Tunnel and Wilming- 
ton railroad, referring to the accident on 
that road March 14, and to THE TRAN- 
SCRIPT'S account of it the same day which 
he pronounces incorrect in some partic- 
ulars. He tends the following statement, 
showing how the accident did occur. 


"The accident resulted from a flaw in 


the arch-bar to one of the trucks under 
car 53, and not irom a defect in the axle 
or journal. The train was running so 
cautiously that it came to a halt without 
any jar or intimation to the passengers 
that any accident had occurred. 
The 


passenger car did not leave the track, nor 
the freight car in front of the passesgcr 
car, loaded with lumber, and only the 
forward truck of the empty coal car, or 
the second car front of the passenger car 
was off the track, except the car 53 on 
Which the arch bar broke, and the car 
slewed around, and also took the rear end 
of car 32 off from its rear truck. No per- 
son was injured. The wreck was cleared 
in a short time, and ail damage repaired 
at a total cost of less than $50."

DINING IN OTHER DAYS. 


IThe Hours of Meals and th« Use KKade of 


the Ftacrers. 


Mr. D'Arcy Pow«r, lecturing at the 


London Institution on "The Mails of Our 
Ancestors," said the old English hud 
throe niealf a day, of which the chief meal 
was taken when tho work ot the day was 
finished. The first monl was at 9, dinnur 
was about 3 o'clock, and supper was taken 
Just before bedtime. Tho Normans dinod 
at the old English breakfast time or a lit- 
tle later ami supped at 7 p. m. In Tudor 
times the higher classes dined at 11 and 
supped at 5, but tho merchants seldom 
took their jiitals before 13 nnd 0 o'clock. 
Tho chief meals, dinner and supper, wore 
taken in tho hall both by tho old English 
and tho Normans, for the parlor did cot 
oomo into use until tho reign of Elizabath. 


Breakfast did not become a regular 


meul until quito lately, and Dr. Murray, 
in Tho Oxtord Dictionary, gave 1403 as 
tho datu of tho earliest quotation In which 
tho word occurred. 
Tho raou! did not bo- 


coma recognized until Uto in the seven- 
teenth century, for Popys habitually took 
his draft of half a pint of Klicuish wlco 
or a drum of strong writers in placa of a 
morning meal. Dinner wag always tho 
groat meal of tho day, and from the acces- 
sion of Honry IV to tho death of Queon 
Elizabeth the dinners wcro as sumpt.ious 
nud extravagant as any of those now 
served. 


Carving was then a flno art, Each guest 


brought his own knife and spoon, for the 
email fork was not introduced into Eng- 
land until Thomas Coryate of Odcomuo 
published his "Crudities" in 1811. Popys 


i look his spoou anil fork with him to tho 
| lord mayor's feast in 1CU3. The absence 


of forks led to much stress being laid upon 
tho act of wanning the hands both bcfora 
and aftur meals itnd to the rulo that tho 
loft hand alone should bo dipped iiuo the 
common dish, the right hand being occu- 
pied with thu liuite. 


Tho perfect dinner at tiio Ix'st, time oJ 


English cookery consisted of throe courses, 
cash complete in itsolf, and terminated by 
a subtlety or dovlou, the whole being 
rounded off with Ypocras, aftor which the 
gnosts retired into another room, where 
pastry, sweetmeats and fruit were served 
with the choicer wines. Tho English were 
essentially inont eaters, and it was not un- 
til the time of tho commonwealth that 
pudding attained its extraordinary popu- 
larity. Indeed the first mention of pud- 
ding in the menus of tho "Buckfoasf'at 
St. Bartholomew's hospital dirt not occur 
until 1710, and in 1712 la an item of 6 
chilling!, fur ico.—London Times,

Discovery of the Culture Method. 


While studying the disease known ns 


fowl cholera, Pasteur having shortly be- 
fore discovered the particular organism as- 
sociated with this malady, ho was one day 
uiiablo to obtain a recent or vigorous cul- 
tivation of this microbe, and, wishing to 
communicate tho disease to another fowl, 
ho took "faute do iiileux," a culture 
which was old and oxhausted. But the 
fowl inoculated with this enfeebled growth 
of tho microbe, instead of dying, survived 
tho injection, and, 
moreover, appeared 


from this time onward to bo possessed-of 
801UO straugo and 
inexplicable charm 


which rendered it proof against all infec- 
tion from this disease, for it was able to 
resist subsequent inoculations with the 
most virulent and active fowl cholera mi- 
crobes. Pasteur, convinced that this was 
110 accident, but that lie was hero face to 
faco with a great and Important problem, 
which, if ho could only unravel, might he- 
coino of iimm'iisu utility, repeated this 
chance experiment under numerous differ- 
ent conditions, with the result, now so 
well known to all, that in his hands tho 
microbe which hitherto had only proved a 
malignant foe was constrained to become 
tho bcmeflcent protector of the animal 
into which it was inoculated. 


The study of attenuated viruses and 


vaccines was now vigorously pursued, but 
so unprepared was tho scientific world for 
this great stop that oven Robert Koch, at 
the international medical congress in Lon- 
don, is stated to have exclaimod when, in 
1881, Pasteur brought forward hi» bril- 
liant discovery, "Es 1st zu gut um wahr 
zu seiu!"—Longman's Magazine.

Philadelphia, March 25.—The arrest 


of Samuel P. Langdon, the wealthy 
coal operator, in connection with tho 
death of Annie McUrath, the handsome 
young typewriter, whose body was 
found on a bed in a house on Girard 
streat, v.-hich, it is claimed, Langdon, 
Miss JlcSrath aud a servant occupied 
alone, has caused no little excitement 
in business circles, where Lauftdon is 
well known. Laugdou is ». man of 
about 50 years of age, qnd occupied a 
position of considerable prominence- in 
financial and business circles, in Phila- 
delphia and the state. He is president 
of the United collieries companies, a 
bituminous mining company; president 
of the AUooiia ^ Philipsbury connect- 
ing rail ixa^ and was formerly presi- 
dent of the Altoona, 
Clearfield & 


Northern railroad. Besides these com- 
panies, he has other varied interests in 
the bituminous coal regions of Pennsyl- 
vania. Although he lived with Miss 
McUrath as her husband, Langdon has 
a wife and a grown son and daughter, 
but he has not lived vith his legal wife 
for some time. 
To-day Langdon occu- 


pies a cell in the Central police station, 
and the police are working on the 
mysterious manner of tho girl's death. 
It has been developed that the dead 
girl first met Langdon when he em- 
ployed her as his stenographer and 
typewriter. 


AC the Glrard Street Residence. 


Langdon took up residence a few 


weeks ago in the Girard street house 
with an exceedingly pretty girl about 
18 years of age whom he stated was his 
wife.

Langdon then left 
the house.

alarmed at "Mrs. Langdon's" quiet. 
Going to the room on tho second floor 
she looked in. "Mrs. Langdon" wns 
lying on the floor, fully dressed. Her 
feet were crossed, there was a towel 
over her face, and her attitude was so 
quiet that Bertha was frightened. She 
snatched the towel from the girl's face 
and, even to the colored woman's un- 
trained eyes, one glance was sufficient 
to show her that she looked upon 
death.

Washington, March 25.—Nothing o: 


special importance is on the programme 
in either house of congress to-day. The 
Cuban matter, which has furnishec 
amusement and excitement for visitors 
to the galleries, will probably be per- 
mitted to rest for a few days, although 
the subject is likely to be brought up 
in some manner at any moment. The 
chief matter of interest in the senate 
yesterday afternoon was the speech o! 
Senator Mills in support of his joint 
resolution requesting the president to 
procure from the Spanish governmcnl 
the right of seH-gorernment for Cuba, 
or, in the event of Spain's refusal, to 
take military possession of the islam 
and hold it until the Cubans organize 
a government and raise military anc 
naval forces for its defense. The sena- 
tor took tho ground that, inasmuch as 
the United States would not permit 
England, France or any other country 
to purchase or obtain tho island from 
Spain and thus ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the inhabitants, the United 
States was morally bound to put a stop 
to the cruelties and misg-orernrnent 
there and to aid the Cubans to estab- 
lish a government of their own. 
This 


idea was elaborated ~by the Texas sena- 
tor in a passionate speech which at 
times drew applause from the galleries. 
He asserted that the United States had 
rights not only in Cuba, but in every 
foot of soil in the western hemisphere; 
that that was the Monroe doctrine; 
that that doctrine was as old as human- 
ity, and that God Almighty was its 
author, as it was the right of self-pre- 
servation. "The United States should 
say to Spain," he exclaimed, " 'You 
must give that island self-government, 
or we will.' And we are able to do it, 
too." After his speech some additional 
correspondence bearing on tho Cuban 
question was brought forward by Sena- 
tor Morgan, dem., Ala., and then the 
joint resolution was placed on the cal- 
endar. 


House ol Representatives. 


Quite unexpectedly the house was 


plunged into a debate in the course of 
which the war was fought over and tha 
Is.ue of which was the repeal of the 
last remaining restriction against those 
who served in the confederate army. 
Representative Hull, rep., la., had pre- 
sented from the committee on military 
affairs for the consideration of the 
house the sonata bill which repealed 
section 1,213, E. S., regulating the ap- 
pointment of officers in the army and 
navy, providing that no person who 
held a. commission in tho Uuited States 
army and afterwards entered into the 
service of the confederate states or any 
state thereof should be appointed an 
officer in the army or navy of the Uni- 
ted States. Boutelle, rep.. Me., vigor- 
ously opposed the passage of the bill. 
He said that it could serve no practical 
purpose, was a reflection upon the sen- 
timent which had enacted the original 
law, one of the measures, he said, 
which made it possible for the govern- 
ment to live; that it was too late now 
to write a new definition of the duty 
of the man who took the commission of 
iis country; and he said the house 
should not now declare that it was a 
light thing for a man after having 
taken an oath to support and defend 
his country, afterwards to draw his 
sword against it. In the course of his 
remarks, Mr. Boutell said that some 
concession should bu made from tha 
other side and he called attention to 
the fact that the constitution of South 
Carolina, adopted only last year, levied, 
as he said, a tax upon residents who 
had served in the union army, by a 
discrimination of the payment of the 
tax in favor of confederate veterans. 
'ihe bill was advocated by Gen. Gros- 
venor, rep., O ; Pickler, rep., S. D.; 
Grow, rep., Pa.; Walker, rep., Va., who 
succeeded Stonewall Jackson in the 
command of the latter's famous brig- 
ade, and Cummings, dcm., N. Y. The 
bill was passed after two hours' debate, 
Boutelle alone votiugf in the negative.

house met was the bill introduced by 
Curtis, rep., N. Y., to reduce tho num- 
ber of crimes subject to capital pun- 
ishment, and it was passed.

House bill to increase tho penalty for 
transporting or selling liquors under 
false and spurious brands; senate joint 
resolution restoring to tho Mormon 
church the real estate now in the hands 
of a receiver appointed by couijress;
